CASTING LOTS,

A Curlons Military Custom That Was
Onee In Vogue In Enrope,

In the armies of the seventeenth and
elghteenth centuries the custom of oast-
ing lota to declde what soldlers shonld
be punished for the ofensos of all was
common, At Winchester, Englund, In
1645, complalnt was made that after
the surrender there had been unfair
phundering.  Rix soldiers were tried
nnd found guilty, nnd It wone declded
by 1ot which one of the six should be
hanged, At Tangler In 10803, and
again in 1005, two soldiers bhad to cast
dice on a drumbend, and he who threw
the least wans executsl. Thomas May's
trnunslation of Darciay's “Teon Anl
morum” gives a curious story of this
sort, Speaking of Boglish courage, he
snys that during the war in the Nether.
lands some soldiersa of the Bpanish
party were taken prisoners by the
DPutch, who doclded to mike reprisals
for the previeus cruelty of thelr en-
emles, Out of four and twenty men
elght wero to be hinngad.  “There woere
lots, therefore, thrown into a helmet.”
wnys May, “and the prisoners were
communded to draw thelr fortunes
whoever should draw o blank was to
escapo, but whoever should draw o
binck lot was to be hanged presently,

“They wore nll,” says May, "possess:
ol with o great apprehension of their
present danger, especially one Span-
lnrd. Thelr pitiful wishes and tears In
wome of the standers by did move plty,
In others lnughter. There was besides
In that danger nn Englishman, a com-
mon soldier, who, with a eareless conn-
tenance, expressing no fear of death at
all, eame boldly to the helmet and drew
hig lot. Chance favored him; It wns n
safe lot. Being free himself from dan
gor e came to the Spaniard, who was
yet timorouns nnd trembling to put his
band Into the fatal helmet, and recely-
Ing from him:10 crowns he entrented
the Judges—oh. horrid audacity —that,
dismissing the Spaniard, they would
snffer him aginin to try his fortune,”

May futher relntes that “the judges
consented to the madman's reqguest,
who valued his life at o low a rate,
und he ngnin drew s safe lot*” May
seems rthige to regret the second es-
cape of the foollinly Enogllahman,
whom he denounces ns “a wretch un-
worthy not only of that double, but
even of n single proeservation, who so
basely bad undervalued his lfe”

The erystalline form of the dinmond
fa undoubtedly doe to the actlon of
heat, and the occurrence of these slones
In Igneous rocks and miea siate, espe-
clally at the Cope, lends coler to the;
view that they have been metnmor-|
phosed, ns hns been the cnse with!
graphite, |

This eomplete change may bave been
directly or Indirectly doe to the Inter
nil heat of the globe or may have ro-
sulted from volennle netlon.  Indirect-|
Iy It would be accounted for by the Im-
mense heat evolved In the erumbliing, !
fracturing nnd grindlng together of the!
earth’s crust in the attempt to adjust
itself to the cooling and contracting in-
torior. Directly it may huve Deen the
result of a change In the directlon of
the Infernal heat, causing n foston of
the rocks of the crust, the damond nod
other crystals being formed when they
agaln cooled.

The Name Nlagnra.

Tuacnloosn, Baratoga, Tleonderoga, Os-
wego, Consholocken, Wissahickon and
Hoclielaga. In nll these names the ne-
cent I8 on the penult. Niagnrn 8 o
Huron word, nwmd If you eun find a
Huren you will (ind that he scconts 1t
a8 he does Burntogn or Tusculoosn.
